The Grayling Charter Township Board of 
Trustees, at Hs regular monthly meeting last 
week, unanimously approved a memoran- 
dum of understanding with the Frederic 
Township Fire Department EMS Service to 
provide ambulance service to township res- 
idents. Under the agreement, Frederic 
Township Department EMS Service will 
serve as the primary ambulance service for 
911 and emergency calls as well as for 
ambulance transfers between medical facil- 
ities. 

Frederic ‘Township Fire Chief Doug Pratt 
said he was approached by Grayling 
Township officials regarding the proposal 
and was encouraged to meet with Grayling 
Charter Township Supervisor Rick 
Harland. 

“Alt we’re trying to do is provide better 
service for our residents,” Harland said. 
“We don’t want to exclude anyone else, but

Over the summer, Frederic Township 
EMS Service became Advanced Life 
Support (ALS) accredited, which is the 
highest accreditation an ambulance service 
can achieve. The township was able to 
finally achieve the accreditation when the 
former township offices were converted 
into living quarters for EMS staff. That 
allows quicker response times and first 
responders to provide life saving measures 
to patients as they are transported to the 
hospital. 

The Frederic Township Fire and EMS 
Service 1s supported by a millage levied in 
its service area, which includes Frederic 
and Maple Forest Townships. It also covers 
Lovells Township. 

The Frederic Township Fire and EMS 
Service does not subject residents in its 
service area to the collections process since 
they already pay the ambulance service 
millage. The ambulance service, however, 
can bill insurance companies if the patient 
has health care coverage. 

A portion of the state's Public Health 
Code allows municipalitics to adopt ordi- 
nances to establish procedures for ambu- 
lance services in order to ensure reliable, 
timely and cffective medical transportation

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The last time the consoles 
were repaired, parts were 
taken from unused consoles 
in Manistee County. 

“We really don’t have a 
lot of options here,” said 
Dave Stephenson, chairman 
of the Crawford County 
Board of Commission, 
regarding replacing the 
antiquated equipment. 

The county is also apply- 
ing for a United States 
Department of Agriculture 
Rural Development grant to 
cover 25 percent of the cost 
for the consoles. 

“We'll end up of shaving 
a sizeable chunk off that 
$75,000,” Stephenson said. 

The new consoles wilt be 
narrowband, meaning they 
will communicate with a 
smaller bandwidth than the 
current consoles. The 
Federal Communication has 
mandated that emergency 
services switch to narrow 
bandwidth in order to 
accommodate future cellu- 
lar phone use. Counties 
must have the narrow band 
consoles in by Dec. 31, 
2012. 

“We'll get two bangs for 
the buck so to speak,” 
Stephenson said. 

Akers said the new con- 
soles should be in place by 
late spring or early summer. 
He added that residents

On-line shopping is a great way to 
save time, travel and money but with 
the increase of on-line shopping 
Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield wants to remind shop- 
pers to keep their identities safe. 

Never give out your Social 
Security number! Reputable on-line 
merchants should never require you 
to submit your social security num- 
ber. 

Only shop using secure Web sites. 
Most websites will have a pop up 
screen indicating that they have a 
security certificate, a “lock” should 
also appear in the bottom corner of 
your browser window. Use only 
reputable Web sites that you are 
familiar with. Unfamiliar compa- 
nies can be checked by searching 
the Better Business Bureau Web site 
al www.bbb.org of by calling the 
Attorney General’s Consumer 
Protection Division toll free at I- 
877-765-8388, If you are in doubt, 
don’t order! 


Check out the merchant’s privacy 
and security policies, Some mer- 
chants ask for personal information 
to sell to other merchants, direct 
marketers, and even telemarketers. 
Read their on-line privacy and secu- 
rity policies so that you know where 
your information is going. Some 
merchants will allow you to opt out 
of giving this information. 

Avoid “spam” by creating an e- 
mail account that you use only for 
ordering. With Yahoo and Hotmail 
among others offering free e-mail 
accounts it’s easy to create a sec- 
ondary account that you use to place 
on-line orders. Any e-mails you 
receive to that account would then 
be solely order confirmations and 
unsolicited emails. Making it easier 
for you to ignore seemingly legiti- 
mate phishing scams, Never 
respond to unsolicited emails asking 
you for personal information. 
Legitimate sites such as Pay Pal will 
never send you an email asking for

Commodities speculators cost consumers and economy 


As winter approaches, Michigan 
families will once again face daunt- 
ing heating bills. Come spring, con- 
cerns will shift from the cost of heat 
to the price we pay at the pump for 
spring and summer travel. Our manu- 
facturers, too, constantly worry about 
the cost of energy, as well as the cost 


also enable those affected by the 
price of commodities to hedge their 
risks. For example, airlines may use 
commodity markets to protect them- 
selves from big jumps in the price of 
jet fuel. 

But over the last decade or so, 
these markets have increasingly 


personal information. If you receive 
such an email do not click on the 
link, this may direct you to a fraud- 
ulent website. Open a new browser 
window, type in the legitimate web- 
site, and follow their instructions for 
reporting a suspected fraudulent e- 
mail. 

Use the same credit card when 
making all on-line purchases. If you 
use only one credit card for al] your 
on-line purchases it will make it 
easier for you to track them and 
identify any fraudulent transactions, 
Fraudulent transactions can result 
from on-line merchants mishandling 
your credit card information. If you 
use a card that has a relatively low 
credit limit this can also prevent 
thieves from obtaining authoriza- 
tions for large purchases. 

Watch those shipping charges. 
Carefully check and compare ship- 
ping and handling charges before 
ordering. Some merchants will add 
10 percent to 15 percent to the pur- 


prices. A report by the Consumer 
Federation of America estimated that 
speculation now adds about $30 of 
the price of a barrel of oi] and about 
$600 to the average houschold’s 
annual gasoline costs. 

The price spikes that these specula- 
tors engineer threaten our economic 


chase price, making what seemed 
like a great deal into a bad deal. 
Keep in mind there are lots of on- 
line merchants that will give you 
free shipping if you meet a mini- 
mum purchase amount, but if you 
go below that amount it can cost a 
lot! 

Print out and keep all copies of 
receipts. Keep all your receipts in 
an organized file that you can easily 
access in case of any problems. 
Matching those receipts with the 
packing lists that come with. the 
products will ensure you reccive 
everything that you ordered.

In 2007, the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissioners adopted a 
memorandum of  under- 
standing in order to provide 
viable ambulance service in 
the county. Mobile Medical 
Response, the Saginaw 
based ambulance service 
the county has contracted 
with since 2000, and North 
Flight, an ambulance ser- 
vice owned by Munson 
Hospital. 

The agreement was 
established because both 
ambulance organizations 
were losing money when 
federal reimbursement rates 
for ambulance transfers 


were decreased. 

North Flight, which used 
to operate oul of the 
Grayling Industrial Park, no 
longer has ambulances in 
Crawford County. 

Frederic Township 
requested to be considered 
in the emergency services 
agreements with the county 
when negotiations begin in 
May 2012. 

Mobile Medical 
Response is ALS accredited 
and has stations in the City 
of Grayling and Beaver 
Creek Township. Mobile 
Medical Response also bills 
insurance companies and 
provides membership 
opportunities to cover 
ambulance services.
